CZAR'S WARM THANKS 
SENT TO PRESIDENT 


Pledges Grateful Recognition of 
Mr, Roosevelt’s Achievement. 


MESSAGES STILL POUR IN 


President Tells New Orteans Mayor 


He Was Touched by a Tel- 
egram from Him. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I, Aug. 81.—Most re- 
markable of the many messages received 
by President. Roosevelt to-day was one 
from the Czar of Russia, shewing how 
giad that ruler is that the President suc- 
ceeded in his effort to make peace. The 
cablegram is dated at ‘Peterhof yesterday 
and reads; 


“ President Roosevelt: 


“‘ Accept my congratulations and warmest 
thanks for having brought the peace ne- 
gotiations to a successful conclusion owing 
to your personal energetic efforts. My 
country will gratefully recognize the great 
part you have played in the Portsmouth 
peace conference. NICHOLAS.” 


It is regarded as particularly significant 
that Emperor Nicholas extended to Mr. 
Roosevelt his ‘‘ warmest thanks for hav- 
ing brought the peace negotiations to a 
successful conclusion.”” The dispatch is 
regarded as one of the most remarkable 
of its kind ever sent by the head of one 
nation to that of another. 

The Executive office force here 
swamped by the messages congratulati 
the President, and it will be many days 
before acknowledgments can be sent out. 
It will be impossible for President Roose- 
velt himself to respond to the felicitations 
of his friends everywhere, but the sender 
of each message will réceive a response. 

Among the messages received was one 
from the Emperor of Austria-Hungary, 
dated at Iche and saying: 


“To the President of the United States 
of America: 

“On-the occasion of the pace just con- 
cluded I wish, Mr. President, to send you 
my friendliest felicitations on the result 
of your intervention. May the world be 
blessed with many years continuance of 
peace undisturbed... FRANZ JOSEPH.” 


Vice President Fairbanks telegraphed 
from Watertown, N. Y.: 

“Accept my heartiest congratulations 
upon your great achievement. I never 
doubted the result which would not have 
been attained without your wise and con- 
stant efforts." 

These telegrams also were received: 

E. A. HITCHCOCK, Secretary of the Intertor 
—Pray accept my most sincere congratulations 
upon the conception and achievement by you of 
@ new and fearless which has brought peace to 
the people of two great empires, who with ev- 
ery lover of peace and concord, will rise up 
and bless you. 

GEN. HORACE PORTER-—Yours has been a 
master stroke of diplomacy. As soon as you 
succeeded in the difficult task of bringing about 
the Portsmouth conference I conceded the vic- 
tory for peace already won. Your subsequent 
efforts made it sure. This has been a signal 
triumph for strenuous intercession. 

JOHN D. ROCKEFELLER—Please accept 
my hearty congratulations on your successful 
efforts for peace. 

ATLANTA CHAMBER. OF COMMERCE- 
Your maternal State congratulates you on your 
splendid service to humanity in bringing the 
warring. nations together in peace. Long live 
the first citizen of the world. 

In response to a telegram from Mayor 
Behrman of New Orleans, Mr. Roosevelt 
to-day sent this message: 

‘‘No telegram has touched me as deep- 
ly as the telegram from you, showing that 
in the midst of her great trial New Or- 
leans is so keenly alive to all that affects 
the interests of the world and the honor 
of our own country. You have given ex- | 
pression to the feelings of your brave 
and gallant people, for only those with 
lofty souls can in the midst of their own; 
grief find time to think of others. I 
trust I need not say how deep and con- 
stant my anxiety is for the welfare of 
your city and State.” 

Mayor Behrman’s telegram read: 

‘““New Orleans hastens to give expres- 
sion to her profound admiration of your 
wonderful accomplishment. It must prove 
a. source of lasting pride to all true- 
hearted Americans to feel and know that 
the whole civilized world is paying hom- 
age to the great chieftain of our country, 
from whose master mind emanated an 
achievement in the cause of humanity 
which will rival any of the master strokes 
which ever have been or ever will be re- 
corded in history.”’

entered into a written guarantee which I have | 
Since dectared to be not binding and that I 
did not intend to live up to. 

Fifth, that I also personally guaranteed at | 
the time of the foreclosure that I would take | 
up the loan myself or see it paid. 

What I have just stated is in guataidiel 
tion of these first two charges that I[ had} 
through my influence secured a loan on} 
inadequate security. As to the third} 
charge—my guaranteeing the loan at the | 
time it was made, or assuming any per- |! 
sonal obligations in connection with it— | 
such a statement is absolutely without 
foundation. I did nothing of the kind. 

Passing on to the fourth and fifth 
charges, which relate to transactions re- 
sulting from the default of the company 
and the foreclosure of the loan by the 
Equitable, the situation was as follows: 

As a result of the business depression 
the company became embarrassed and the 
payment of interest was stopped. An in- 
vestigation of the company’s affairs was 
instituted by a committee of stockholders, 
ot which there were about 200, and a 
formal report was made and a reorganiza- 
tion committe appointed. A plan of re- 
organization was undertaken under which 
a new hang vey J was to be incorporated, 
and it was to issue bonds for $750,000 to 
supply funds to take up the Equitable 
mortgage, principal and interest, and to 
pay the other indebtedness of the com- 

any. I may say that there never has 

een a discussion of any plan to reorgan- 
ize this company or to handle it which 
did not involye on the part of all con- 
cerned a recognition of the Equitable 
debt, principal, and interest, and a method 
of paying it in full. 

The reorganization committee proposed 
to the Equitable to foreclose the mort- 
gage, turn over the property to the new 
company and take bonds in payment of 
the loan. This the Equitable agreed to do 
provided they could be assured, first, that 
the new company would be incorporated, 
bonds issued and delivered to it, and, 
second, that the bonds would be taken 
off their hands without loss. 

The first requirement was met by a 
written guarantee, which Dr. Webb and 
I signed. This document was in terms 
simply a guarantee that the new company 
would be incorporated and the bonds is- 
sued and delivered to the Equitable. The 
second requirement was met by an agree- 
ment secured from the Equitable Trust 
Company that when the Equitable Life 
got the bonds the Equitable Trust Com- 
pny would take them off their hands. 

n order to get this it was necessary to 
secure the Equitable Trust Company 
against loss, and a guarantee was secured 
satisfactory to it, to which I was a party, 
guaranteeing that if the Equitable Trust 
Company should so take the bonds from 
the Equitable Life within a certain time it 
would be protected from loss. 

The legal technicalities incident to the 
or of the title in the new com- 
pany and the wiping out of all the old 
obligations made the process tedious, and 
it was impossible to carry it through with- 
in the time limited in the agreement with 
the Equitable Trust Company to take the 
bonds from the Equitable Life, and it was 
not possible to get the guarantors to unite 
in renewing their guarantee.

JAPAN’S GROWING TRADE. 


Imports Increase 60 Per Cent. and Ex- 
ports 4 Per Cent. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 31.—The 
increase“of Japan's trade during the first 
six months of the present year Is shown 
by the returns of the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor to be unprecedented. 


921,000, as against $13,328,000 last year; 
imports from the United Kingdom were 
$32,623,000, ag against $16,982,000; from 
British India, $34,034,000, as against 
$21,092,000; while imports from Germany 
are stated as $10,794,000 for the first six 
months of this year, as against $6,985,000 
for the same period of 1904. 

The exports during the same periods 
were largest for China, which is credited 
with $21,932,000, as compared with $14,- 
953,000 during the first six months of 1904. 
The United States ranks next among the 
countries to which Japanese products are 
destined, the figures for the first six 
months of 1905 being $20,304,000. 

The two largest items of importation 
appear to be raw cotton, about one-third 
of which is credited to the United States, 
and rice.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—It is learned 
that Secretary Bonaparte has in contem- 
plation, as a result of the Bennington dis- 
aster and various evidences of. ineffi- 
ciency among the officers of the navy, 


the issuance of a sweeping series of or- 
ders. 


Mr. Bonaparte, who comes from Balti- 


more, has an intimate knowledge of the 
methods of training at Annapolis and 
has added, by his study of conditions in 
the navy, a knowledge of evils growing 
out of bureaucratic administration. The 
court-martial ordered in the Bennington 
case, involving complete reversal of the 
recommendations of the court of inquiry, 
is only a foretaste of the vigorous policy 
he has outlined for himself. 

There is reason to expect that one of 
his first steps will be to require rigid 
examinations and regular duty fn the 
manifold operations connected with the 
care and navigation of a vessel. The 
junior officers will be required to take 
their reguiar tours in the engine room 
and accept actual direct responsibility 
for the condition of boilers and ma- 
chinery, and be able to maintain strict 
discipline among the petty officers and 
men there. 

It is believed that the Secretary will 
strive to set his new policy in operation 
if possible with reserve that will almost 
amount to secrecy.

FIXED PRICE IS HIS REMEDY 


At His Suggestion Spinners Are Asked 
to Meet Growers at Asheville 
Sept. 6 to Settle Rates. 


At the suggestion of Theodore H. Price. 
Harvie Jordaa, President of the Southern 
Cotton Association, has sent to the New 
Exgland Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, the American Cotton Manufacturers’ 
Association, and the British Federation 
of Master Cotton Spinners’ Associations 
invitations to be represented at the meet- 
ing of the Southern Cotton Association in 
Asheville, N. C., on Sept. 6 for the pur- 
pose of fixing, if possible, a price for spot 
cotton in the coming crop to be mutually 
acceptable to the growing and the manu- 
facturing interests of the world. The in- 
vitation to the British spinners, however, 
wiil not reach them in time for them to 
send representatives. 

The conference marks a step in advance 
of any effort yet made to bring cotton | 
men together. An agreement of the three 
pinning associations with the Southern 
©ctton Association would bind practically 
all the important spinning interests of | 
this country and Great Britain to the 
| bargain with the great body of American 
cotton growers. If such an agreement 
were reached, it would go a long way 
|toward eliminating the causes of strife 
|between the growers and spinners, which 
are frequently intensified by the purely 
speculative movements on the various 
Exchanges. 

On Tuesday last Mr. Price brought the 
imatter to a head by sending the following 
letter to Mr, Jordan:

I feel that your sincerity was not less than 
my own, I take the very great Mberty of ad-

Your association is shortly to meet for the 
purpose, as I understand it, of recommending 
to its members the price which they shall this 
year demand for their cotton production.

friends—i, e., the manufacturers. | 

In the consideration of the problem which 
confronts you, there are of course factors 
which the manufacturers de not fully appre- 
ciate, which must enter into your calculations, 
as there are factors in their problem with 
which the producers cannot be familiar. 

Why not then create a community of interest 
by inviting them to a joint consideration of 
|} the subject with you? There are in America 
two associations of cotton manufacturers, viz.: 
The American Cotton Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and the New England Cotton Manufact- 
urers’ Association, who are fairly representa- 
tive of the trade. There is in England the 
British Cotton Spinners’ Federation, which in- 
cludes a very large number of the English 
manufacturers. 

A declaration from your association as to the 
value of this year’s cotton crop, in which these 
organizations should acquiesce or join, would 
be of such overwhelming force as to be prac- 
tically without appeal, and would secure at 
once the attention and action of practically the 
entire trade and establish -what is as much to 
be desired by the producer as the. consumer, 
namely, a ‘*‘ stable’’ price: 

But it would do more than this, my dear Sir. 
It would eliminate by formal declaration the 
antagonism supposed to exist between the pro- 
ducer and consumer, which often finds active 
and acrimonious expression, and it would leave 
the speculator whose profits and expenses must 
in the last analysis be derived from one or the 
other branch of the trade without employment. 

As I myself belong to the latter class, it 
must be apparent that this letter is not written 
| with a selfish purpose; but even a speculator 
may be an idealist, and the ideal of a cotton

LAW TO PROTECT FLAG, 
AND OTHERS, IN EFFECT 


Legislation Passed at Last Ses- 
sion Is in Force To-day. 


SAFEGUARDS FOR CHILDREN 


New Provisions Relating to the En- 


forcement of Divorce Decrees— 
Trade Lists Protected.

ALBANY, Aug. 81.—About a score of 
the laws passed by the last Legislature 
will go into effect to-morrow. These in 
the main are code amendments, which it 
is necessary shall be known far enough 
ahead to avoid confusion “in the laws 
practice. 

The Wainwright law amends the Penal 
Code in relation to the desecration or 
mutilation or improper use of the flag of 
the United States or of this State. It de- 
clares guilty of a misdemeanor “' Any per- 
son who in any manner, for exhibition or 
display, shall place or cause to be placed 
any word, figure, mark, picture, design, 
drawing, or any advertis@ment, of any 
nature upon any flag, standard, color or 
ensign of the United States of America or 
State flag of this State or ensign, or shall 
expose or cause to be exposed to public 
view any such flag, standard, color or en- 
sign, upon which shall have been printed, 
painted or otherwise placed, or to which 
shall be attached, appended, affixed, or 


annexed, any word, figure, mark, picture, 
design, or drawing, or any advertisement 
of any nature. 

The Saxe “ Anti-Graft’’ law will also 
take effect to-morrow. This law is de- 
signed to prohibit the giving of valuable 
presents to guschasies agents without 
the consent of the latter’s employers. 

The Agnew law, making it unlawful to 
er trade lists or lists of customers or 
subscribers, is part of the section prohibit- 
ing the publishing of letters or telegrams 
addressed to other persons. 

The Merritt law holds the agent or own- 
er of a armags teF house or a person who 
permits a building to be used as such 


Several new laws relate to the protec- 
tion of children. One of these, Senator 
Hill’s, adds a new section to the Penal

more than two years, or by a fine not to 


applied to the support of the abandoned 
children. 

The Brackett law, introduced at the re- 
quest of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, amends the law pre- 





venting physicians from disclosing any in- 
formation in relation to the patients ac- 
quired in a professional capacity, by pro- 
viding an exceptien in cases of children 
less than sixte2n years old, when the in- 
formation indicates that the patient has 
been the victim or subject of a crime. 
The Wade law amends the Code of Civil 
Procedure relating to judgments in matri- 
monial actions. It pravides that no final 
judgment annuling a marriage or divorc- 


jing the parties and dissolving a marriage 


should be entered until after the expipa- 
tion of three months after the filing of 
the decision of the referee. Within thirty 
days after the expiration of that period 
final judgment shall be entered, unless 
for sufficient cause the court in the mean- 
time shall have otherwise ordered. The 
interlocutory judgment may in the discre- 
tion of the court provide for the payment 
of alimony until the entry of the final 
judgment, and it may include a judgment 
for costs; but such judgment is not en- 
forceable by execution or punishment un- 
til the entry of the final judgment.

‘Discovery Extends Reckoning of 
Time, Prof. Darwin Says. 


TELLS OF WONDERFUL POWER 


‘One Ounce Could Lift 10,000 Tons a 


Mile, He Declares Before Brit- 


ish _Association. 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa, Aug. 
31.—Prof. George Howard Darwin, of the 
chair of Astronomy and Experimental 
Philosophy at Cambridge, second son of 
late Charles Darwin, addressed the 
Association here to-day on “ Ce- 
lestial Evolution.’’ 

In the course of his address he declared 
it not unreasonable to believe that from 
500,000,000 to 1,000,000,000 years had 
elapsed in the evolutionary history of our 
earth since the birth of the moon, He 
also gave some details in regard to which, 
as he had said in a former address, the 
of radium and its properties 
had upset the calculations of the scieén- 
tists. 

Discussing the Nebular Hypothesis as 
suggested by Kant and restated by La- 
place, and considering the influence of 
tidal oscillations, he said the system might 
be traced back to a time when the day 
month were identical, both being 
about four five of our present 
hours. The moon at that time must 
have been only a few thousand miles 
from the earth's surface—a great contrast

Does it not, 
then, seem as futile to imagine that he 
can discover the origin and tendency of 
the universe to expect a housefly to 
instruct us tu the theory of the mo- 
tions of the planets?

0 TAMAGNO DEAD. | TEN 


Famous Tenor, Developed from Work- 
ingmen’s Chorus, Was 56 Years Old. 


VARESE, Italy, Aug. 31.—Francesco 
Tamagno, the tenor, died here this morn- 
ing. 


Francesco Tamagno, acknowledged to 
be the greatest tenor of his day, was born 
in Turin fifty-six years ago. His father 
was a manufacturer of mineral waters, 
living in the poorest part of the city, and 
the children were brought up in the busi- 
ness at an early age. Francesco and his 
brother, a baritone, were members of a 
choral society of workingmen ,which gave 
concerts every evening in the public 
streets. The young man’s voice attracted 
the attention of the well known conduc- 
tor and composer, the late Signor Dal- 
bezio, who proposed to the young man’s 
father to supply the tuition. The offer 
was accepted, Tamagno studied for three 
years and then made his début in his 
native city. He was successful from the 
start 

Until 1873 he continued his studies, 
when he appeared for the first time in 
“Un Ballo in Maschera"’ at Palermo, and 
subsequently sang with success in Spain. 
Five years later he sang in Gomez's “ Il 
Guarany ”’ at La Scala, and later made a 


success in Milan in “I Puritani.’’ His 
greatest successes were made in South 
America, where he sang for five years 
under management of Ferrari. When the 
Italian National Exposition opened in 
Turin, Verdi, who had not finished ‘ Otel- 
lo,” heard Tamagno sing, summoned him 
to Bussuto and engaged him to create 
the title réle. In 1890 Tamagno came to 
this country for a short Spring season 
under Henry E. Abbey’s management, 
appearing on alternate nights with Ade- 
lina Patti. 

Tamagno was cast for a heroic tenor. 
His voice was at its best in a climax, 
when it became clear and resonant, and 
he flung out the high notes with the 
ease of natural speech. In ‘“ Trovatore’’ 
he was prodigal with his high notes. 
His voice extended two full octaves, from 
C below to C above the staff, his A, B, 
and C being of exceptional volume and 
timbre. He sounded and held them with 
perfect ease. 


THOMAS FITCHIE DEAD. 


A Politician of Sturdy Integrity and a 
Foe of Graft—Fought McKane. 


Thomas Fitchie, an ex-Commissioner of 
Immigration, an ‘original McKinley 
man” and for years an aggressive 
foe of political graft in Brooklyn, died 
yesterday at his home, 268 Franklin Ave- 
nue, after a long illness. 
was one of the most popular men in the 
political life of Kings County. 

Mr. Fitchie was born seventy-two years 
ago in Newburg, N. Y. His family and 
that of ex-Gov. Benjamin B. Odell, Jr., 
were neighbors, and a firm friendship 
existed between Mr. Fitchie and Mr. Odell 
for many years. Working for a time as 
a compositor on The Newburg Journal, 
Mr. Fitchie came to New York and en- 
gaged in business in Broome Street as a 
printer of hat labels. He was in this 
business for about thirty years 

For more than a quarter of a century 
he was a prominent figure in Republican 
politics in the old Seventh Ward of Brook- 
lyn. In 1893 he was elected Supervisor-at 
Large and became President of the board. 
While presiding over the Board of Super- 
visors he became famous for his many 
vetoes of alleged corrupt measures. He 


was an outspoken foe of “graft,’’ and 
during his time in office was greatly 
fearea by corruptionists, 

The late John Y. McKane, “ boss” of 
Gravesend, who was a member of the 
Board of Supervisors, disputed Mr. 
Fitchie’s right to preside over that body 
and caused an exciting scene at one meet- 
ing by trying to get the mallet away from 
him. 


Mr. Fitchie was known as the “ original | 


McKinley man” in Kings County, being 
the first Republican of prominence there 
to declare himself for the nomination of 
the Ohioan for President. He organized 
the Kings County McKinley League, and 
became its President. 

President McKinley afterward appoint- 
ed him Commissioner of Immigration at 
this port. In recent years Mr. Fitchie 
had poor health and was not active in 
poltics. He leaves a widow and a 
daughter.

HAS GOT INTO COURT. 


Parents of Harlem Children Pros- 


ecute Their Foe, 


HATED GAMES NEAR HIS HOUSE” 


And Had Policemen Protect Him— 
Accused of Peppering Near- 
by Stoops. 


The ten years’ war between John M. 
Dyer and Mrs. Charles L. Allen, widow 
of a former New York hospital Superin- 
tendent, of 139 Manhattan Avenue, on the 
one hand, and their neighbors, adult and 
child, male and female, on the other, has 
peed a stage that interests the law- 
}yers. The first skirmish was fought yes- 
|terday in the West Side Court. It will be 
resumed on Sept. 18 in the Tombs Court. 

Running southward, Manhattan Avenue 
rises to a gentle hill between 105th and 
106th Streets. There is the neighborhood 
battle ground. There the children play, 
and there Mr. Dyer, a little old man, 
with fierce gray mustachios, sallies out to 
|stop the noise, calling to his assistance 
| the police, the Board of Health, and oth- 
er representatives of the might and majes- 
ty of the law. - 

Mrs. Allen had the three-story brick 
house at No. 139 before any of the pres- 
ent neighbors moved in. John M. Dyer 
has also lived there longer than any one 
in the neighborhood can remember. To 
the neighbors it was a mysterious house. 
They never saw any one except its two 
aged occupants go in and out of it, except 
that now and then a servant was called 
{in to do housecleaning. There never 
was a regular servant, the neighbors say, 
and the occasional girls who got past 
the portals of No. 139 didn’t see much, 

Being thus a house of mystery, of 
course the children were inevitably at- 
tracted to its front. In Manhattan Ave- 
nue, before No. 139, the children were 
wont to congregate to play and sing. 
That was years ago. Then Mr. Dyer 
would come out and chase them away. 
Of course there was bad feeling between 
the neighbors and the tenants of No. 139 
from that time on. The- battleground 
spread from in front of the house to the 
whole block between 105th and 106th 
|Streets. According, to the neighbors, 
whenever a party of children would wan- 
der into that sacred block, old Mr. Dyer 
would hurry out, whereupon the children 
would flee. 

Mr. Dyer appealed to the West 100th 
Street Police Station for protection. Orders 
were given to the man on post to guard 
No. 189 from undue annoyance. That was 
|}not enough. Pressure was brought to 
| bear on Mulberry Street, which caused 
the assignment of a policeman to that 
single block. For a long time this has 
| been the duty of the policeman nominally 
| stationed in the General Memorial Hos- 
| pital, at 2 West 106th Street. 

The war continued. A telephone wire 


was stretched across 139 to reach the 
|house of David Hirschfield at 141, but it 
|was cut, and old Mr. Dyer didn’t deny 
cutting it. Not long ago he went to the 
house of Mrs. Henriques at 17 West 106th 
Street to remonstrate about her children. 
The same trip has been made to 131 Man- 
hattan Avenue, the home of Henry Shirt; 
to 147, the home of William Ebbets, and 
to others. 

Some time ago the wife of David Hirsche 
field and her brood of children were 
doused with a pitcher of ice water from 
an upper window of 1389. One night the 
| stoop of 134 Manhattan Avenue, at that 
|time unoccupied and therefore a- favorite 
| playground, was found thick with a coat 
of cayenne pepper. 

Complaint was made to ‘ 
P. M. Fletcher’s fox terrier, which was 
| said to rival the children in the proses: 
tion of discordant noises. The neighbors 
say that at least 100 complaints a month 
go from 139 to the police and the Board 
of Health. 

And so the neighbors think that this 
contest must come to a head. They sum- 
moned John M. Dyer before Magistrate 
Mayo in the West Side Court yesterday 
on a charge of assault in the second de- 
gree—the red pepper charge. Both sides 
had lawyers. Magistrate Mayo parolled 
the defendant until Sept. 18.

Pelham Bay Park. Commissioner Schra- 
der, declaring that the track is being built 
on the recommendation of four ex-Park 
Commissioners and at the bequest of the 
Road Drivers’ Association of the Bronx, 
asserted yesterday that if the association 


understood the situation it would support | 
the track project instead of condemning it. | 


‘I have received a letter from A. A. 
Hill, the Secretary of the Metropolitan 
Parks Association,” said he, ‘ opposing 
the building of the track and I have re- 
plied to it. I do not think the members 
of his organization understand the matter, 
When I have seen him I believe he will 
change his views.”’ 

“In the first place the track encircles 


| the:Parade Ground in the park southwest 


of East Chester Bay. It does not inter- 
fere in any way with the Parade Ground— 
does not cut into it at all. Parades have 
been held in the Parade Ground while 
the work on the track was going on, and 
were not interfered with in any respect. 
*“ Manhattan has its Speedway, Brook- 
lyn its Boulevard and Speedway, and the 
Bronx, with its rapidly growing popula- 


| tion, is entitled to something ef the sort. 


The building of the track ip question was 
recommended to me by four of my prede- 
cessors, Commissioners Samuel McMillan, 
Eustis, Schmidt, and Brady. In addition 
its construction was recommended by the 
Road Drivers’ Association of Manhattan 
and by the Road Drivers’ Association of 
the Bronx. It is a needed improvement, 
and I cannot understand why there is op- 
position.”’ 

The trotting track will cost the, city 
something hke $6,000. The Speedways in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn cost much more, 
The work is being done entirely by Park 
Department labor. 

In his letter to Commissioner Schrader, 
Secretary Hill declares that the track 
would destroy the usefulness of the pa- 
rade ground, and its lawn, and would de- 
tract from the Park itself. He also says 
that the track will as good as close the 
road leading to the Baychester station, 
and will ruin a dozen or more vigorous 
elms, which now line the road and should 
be preserved. 

Secretary Hill sent out a second com- 
munication last night saying that Com- 
missioner Schrader had paid no attention 
to the protests of the Metropolitan Parks 
Association, but had hastened the work 
on the track. Commissioner Schrader 
denies that this is true.

DELANY MEETS OPPOSITION 


| J. W. Gerard a Murphy Favorite for 
One of the Nominations This Fall 
—Newburger Counted Out. 





| One of the livelist contests known in 
Tammany Hall in recent years has devel- 
oped over the three Supreme Court Jus- 
ticeships, which the organization will 
have practically at its disposal this Fall. 
Pressure is being brought to bear on 
Charles F. Murphy from a dozen differ- 
lent directions to name favored candi- 
dates, and the judicial slate now is in the 
making, 

The three vacancies will be created by 
the expiration of the terms of Justices 
Ingraham and Gildersleeve and by the re- 
cent death of Justice Van Brunt. Justice 
Gildersleeve has all along desired a re- 
|nomination, but word has gone forth that 
he is not to be renominated. He will be 
retired at the close of the year and al- 
lowed to have some receiverships in lieu 
of the six years’ saJary he would obtain 
should he have stayed on the bench. 

Justice Ingraham probably will be re- 
rominated for another term. Even then, 
however, there will be two vacancies, and 
the Tammany judicial nominations in 
New York County are regarded this year 
;as equivalent to elections. 

Corporation Counsel John J. Delany 
wants one of the nominations. Till now 
he has been regarded as certain to get 
what he wanted. It developed yesterday, 


| however, that several of the Tammany 


district leaders have been quietly putting 
spokes in Mr. Delany’s political wheel in 
the last two or three months. They have 
been working quietly, but with effect, and 
it was said last mght, on authority, that 
there was more than one reason to be- 
lieve that Mr. Delany might be side- 
tracked. Mayor McClellan has been cred- 
ited with being the active backer of his 
Corporation Counsel for the bench, but, 
notwithstanding such reports, the work 
of the opposition to Mr. Delany has made 
decided headway. 

There are four other active aspirants 
for the judicial nominations—Judge New- 
burger of General Sessions, James W. 
Gerard, Jr., Charles H. Knox, and Charles 
W. Dayton. Of these men the last two 


were nominated for the Supreme Court, 
but went down to defeat with ex-Mayor 


ers A. Van Wyck in the campaign of

Mr. Orr Hopes to Have Work on 
It Begun by February, 1906. 


THE ROUTE NOT YET SETTLED 


Rushing Preliminaries on all Routes— 
Transit Board Rescinds Action on 
Lenox Avenue Repairs. 


President Alexander E. Orr said yester- 
day at the close of the meeting of the 
Rapid Transit Commission that wort | 
would be under way on the next subway 
contract in less than six months. On his 
return from Europe he found that the 
preliminary work had proceeded with 
greater speed than he had expected, and 
he hopes to have the contract advertised 
before the close of the year, so that work 
may begin in February, 1906. 


“For months we have had men at work 1 | 


getting the necessary consents to the 
routes laid out,’”’ he said. ‘On each route 
several property owners have declined to 


sign, and these cases will be carried to 
the courts. The borings will be begun 
shortly. The advertisements for the con- 
tracts are running already. As soon as 


the borings have been made we shall know 


the state of the consents, and, the plans 
having been passed by the Board of Esti- 
mate, we shall be able to advertise the 
main contracts.” 

Mr. Orr said that no one route was 
being favored over another, and that the 
work would progress uniformly on all 
routes until the Commissioners ascer- 
tained the drift of the bids of the con- 
tractors. The routes along Third, Sev- 
enth, and Lexington Avenues, in all prob- 
ability, will be finished first by the 
draughtsmen, and it is expected that the 
contractors will concentrate their efforts 
largely on the same routes. The Fall 
meetings of the commission will begin 


Sept. 14. 

At yesterday’s meeting the board 
rescinded its action of last week in re- 
gard to restoring Lenox Avenue to its 
condition before the subway work was 
begun. Last week. on the initiative of 
Acting Controller Stevenson, the board 
instructed Chief Engineer Rice to proceed 
at once to put Lenox Avenue in proper 
condition, and to withhold money due to 
the Belmont subway contractors in suffi- 
cient amounts to cover the cost of the 
restoration. This was after August Bel- 
mont had sent a letter to the board 
charging that the condition of Lenox Ave- 
nue was due to the imprepes building of 
the Metropolitan Street Railroad there, 
and not to the Subway work. 

At yesterday's meeting a letter was read 
from Borough President Ahearn, inclosing 
an opinion from Corporation Counsel De- 
lany. The Corporation Counsel held that 
the Borough President was supreme in 
the matter of street repairs, and he ad- 
vised an entirely different course of action 
from that decided upon by the commis- 
sion. Albert B. Boardman, counsel for the 
commission, agreed with the Corporation 
Counsel, and the commission acted ac- 
cordingly. Under the new programme, 
Borough President Ahearn will take 
charge of the Lenox Avenue Situation, 
and will notify both the _ Interborough 
Company and the Metropolitan that the 
street must be repaired from 110th Street 
to 147th Street at once. Unless the work 
is done in thirty days the city will do it 
and hold them responsible. 

“By takin this action,” said Mr. 
Boardman, ‘“‘ both companies will be com- 
pelled to do what rightfully should be 
done by them, Then neither can charge 
that the city has discriminated in favor 
of the other.” 

Acting Controller Stevenson made a 
fight against rescinding the action of the 
week before, saying that the Ahearn pro- 
gramme meant that the street would be 
in its present condition until Spring. 


ANTHRACITE COAL NOW $6.25. 


Dealers Are Advised, However, Not 
to Make Contracts for Delivery. 


Anthracite coal will command $6.25 a 
ton to-day. The Spring reduction of 50 
cents a ton has been wiped out by the 
operators by five advances of 10 cents, 
and that of 65 cents by the retailers has 


been reduced by four advances, so that 
the price stands: Operators, $5, free on 
geared, and retailers the quotation of to- 
ay. 

The advance is accompanied by discus- 
sion of the possibility of a strike in the 
hard coal region after the agreement ex- 
pires, March 31, 1906. Such a happenin 
would not be welcomed by any loca 
dealer, no matter how profitable the last 
strike was to him. At least, this is the 
view of J. S. Smoot, Commissioner of the 
coal + > Thaaemnanaeal Association. Mr. Smoot 
aiso said: 


We are advising our members to refrain 
from making any contracts, either until next 
April or thereafter. There is nothing to be 
gained either by the dealer or the public by 
entering into a contract. The dealer cannot 
provide for it, as he is unable to store the coal. 
The public cannot expect the dealer to deliver 
that which it is impossible to procure. If we 
are to believe what Mr. Mitchell is reported to 
have said in his recent speeches and !f his 
present intentions are carried out it would 
seem very improbable that we can escape a 
strike 

As to soft coal, there is an increase 
for the year in railroad tonnage, there 
being a gain in all the coal-carrying roads 
of the East. The trade had suffered from 
overproduction and the opening of new 
mines, which came of the anthracite 
strike stimulating a demand for the bitu- 
minous product, and an inevitable glut 
forced prices down to where the com- 
modity was sold at a loss.
